In the seventeenth centurj' rotating 
pumps, like the Pappenhaim engine, 
w ith two pistons, and the Prince Hu- 
pert, w ith one, were first used. Pum ps 
w ith plunger pistons were invented by 
Morland, an Englishman, in 1074, and 
the double acting pump by De la Hire, 
the French academician.

T H E LICK LENS. 


W o n d e r f u l Effe ct E n on It of t h e n e a t 
Krona a Mau’S timid. 
Some years a rn the writer paid a vis­ 
it to Alvan Clark at Ca in bridgeport to 
witness the testing of the huge lens for 
the famous Lick telescope. At Die end 
of the long, dark room the largest flint 
glass then in the world was set up on 
edge. 
Prom a distance of about flfty 
feet a pencil of light was flashed Into 
Hie heart of the disk and reflected back 
Into tile observer’s eye. The slightest 
Imperfections, if any, in the glass would 
then be revealed by the curves of light 
and the lines of polarisation. 
“Now,” said Mr. Clark, “I will show 
you tho wonderful sensitiveness of the 
lens to outside influences. 
Every hu­ 
man body gives out beat and when 
brought near to extremely sensitive 
substances affects them to a greater or 
less extent. Now watch.” 
He walked down to the lens and held 
his band under It about two feet away. 
Instantaneously a marvelous spectacle 
burst into view. 
It seemed as if the 
great glass disk bad become a living 
volcano, spurting forth jets of flame.
